membered, are numerically dominant 
in the government, and In the ab- 
sence of Southern Irish repiesenta- 
tives they are indeed In a clear ma- 
jority over all other parties In the 
House of Commons.

that the bill to give effect to the 
Irish treaty has still to be parsed 
into law.

PALTRY GRIEVANCES 


Ulster has been raided on some 


paltry plea of grievances and many 
prominent Ulster men carried south

Some trouble was to have been ex- 


pected following the evacuation of 
the British troops from the Southern 
area.

to doubt the willingness of Michael 
Collins and his colleagues, but events 
so far have but exhibited their in- 
ability to impose their will upon -he 
unruly forces nominally u- der their 
control. Mr. Collins evidently is un- 
der daily fear of a coup d'etat on the 
part of Eamonn de Valera's adherents 
and has appealed to American Irish 
senfiment to enable h'm to carry on 
until the voice of the people can be 
heard at an election. 


RELATIONS EMBITTERED. 


Meanwhile the relations between 


the North and South have become so 
embittered that Sir James Craig, Ul- 
ster premie.', has declined Dublin s 
overtures for a meeting. 
The only 


colorable pretext arising out of the 
treaty for friction between the North 
and South are(n regard to the border 
line 
Collins and Ciaig had appear- 


ed to have reached an agreement on 
it, but a second meeting revealed un- 
expected divergence of views, and if 
Sir James adheres to his refusal of 
further parley, then the matter falls,

An expedition was

It took Its place in front 
of :he speeding engine and the en- 
gineer was compelled to live again 
through the horror of running down 
a woman

There has been desultory political 
firing at this season of the year in 
the past, but now there is a. general 
fusillade all along the -line. 
EIGHT MONTHS ELECTIONEERING. 


The American people are 
in for 


more than eight months of actua 
electioneering. 
The Democrats are 


eaying that 
the "Harding honey- 


moon" Is over. They are going after 
the adnrnlstratlon and after the con- 
gress as well. The strategy of the 
Democratic campaicn 
Is becoming 


Trore and more apparent 
They are 


irolng to make the president c,o-de- 
fendant with congress on the ground 
that the executive has failed to as- 
sert that leadership o\er congress 
•nhich makes for effecti-ve party gov- 
ernment. 


Tno Republicans, keerly alhe to 


the heavy attack that is to be made 
upon them, are rallying to the de- 
lonse of the grand old partv. Their 
plan of campaign Is to blame the 
Democrats for the condition of the 
country today ard ro declare that 
only by continuing the Republicans 
1» po-ner can the troubles of goi em- 
inent be righted. Senator Lodge, Re- 
publican leader in the upper branch 
of tte national legislature, In his 
fspeeoh at Boston, nas anticipated the 
battle cry of the Democrats, a "do 
rothmg" congress — and ha^ attempt- 
ed to refute the charge by showing 
that congress already 
has accom- 


plished wonders, or if It hasn't ac- 
complished wonders, then the Demo- 
crats are to blame because of their 
obstructionist tactics. 


•WATCH HARDING. 


Realizing that It Is to be * great 


political year. TVashlns is wonder- 
Ing today to what extent President 
Harding will permit himself 
to be 


drawn irto the campaign. Vice Pres- 
ident Coohdge already has plunged 
Into the fray and H Is certain he Is 
to be a wheel horse all through the 


Some of Mr Harding'^ closest poli- 


tical and personal friends are up for 
•lection this fall and it is only reas- 


onable to suppose that he will do as

chances at the polls. One or two o£ 
the president's senatorial friends are 
facing primary fights also, but In 
these cases it Is difficult to see how 
Mr. Harding- can interfere or Inter- 
cede in anj way. 


FIGHT ON IN INDIANA. 


Take the case of Senator New oi 


Indiana. With the possible exception 
of Attorney General Daugherty, Sen- 
ator New is the closest friend the 
president has 
in 
TV ashington. For 


more than a yeai it has been rumor- 
ed that former Senator 
Albert J. 


Bevendge would contend the nomi- 
nation with Senator New, but not 
until this week was the announce- 
ment formally made. 


The resulting primary campaign In 


Indiana promises to be a stiff one. 
It was reported In Marion during the 
"best minds" conferences pracedlng 
the inauguration that Mr Harding, 
In an attempt to clear the Indiana 
field for Senator New, had offered 
Mr Beverldge an ambassadorial post 
in the diplomatic corps 
The latter 


is said to have preferred to make 
the race for his old place in the sen- 
ate. 


NEW REFUSES CABINET. 


L Kewise, it Is known that Presi- 


dent Harding has offered Senator 
New a place in his cabinet, both 
prior to and since his Inauguration. 
Senator New, however, 
has 
likely 


preferred to make the senatorial race 
hping willing to stake his political 
ftture on the outcome 
Senator New 


wants the indorsement of his party 
for one more term. 
After that he 


may be willing to step aside Fnends 
of both Senator New and 
Senator 


Beveridge realize the tense feeling 
between the two Republican camps 
In Indiana and are fearful lest the 
bitterness o* the primary fight lead 
to a situation which may throw the 
state back into the Democraic col- 
umn. 


WILL NEED PRESIDENT. 


The Republican leaders in congress 


are coming fast to the conclusion that 
they will need t>>e active support of 
the president in the coming campaign, 
and while he may not make any 
wholly political speeches, it Is certain 
he will be called upon to do a great; 
deal of letter writing extolling the 
virtues of the grand old ;?rty and 
attempting to point out the triumphs 
of the congress 
Already the presi- 


dent lias decided to Include congress 


in the credit that may ba reflected 
upon the administration In connection 
with the arms parley. He has Inti- 
mated that' congress helped Inspire 
the whole idea of ths conference and 
has been regarded as a sort of part- 
ner in it. 


BLAME CONGRESS. 


President Harding started his ad- 


ministration on the theory that the 
three constitutional branches of the 
government should be kept scrupu- 
lously separate and distinct. Having 
come fresh from the senate himself, 
he \vas Inclined to criticize those pnes- 
idents who had asserted control <wer 
congress. But now he finds congress 
more than anxious to share whatever 
it may have of sorrow or triumph 
v;ith the chief executive of the na- 
tion. Congress has heard from the 
country that there Is a disposition to 
blame any of the ills which the peo- 
ple are heir to at this time to the 
senate and house o£ representatives. 


Congress has heard, on the other 


hand, that the president retains his 
political popularity and that accounts 
for the congressional determination,to 
climb aboard the 
executive 
band- 


wagon. 


HARDING- TO ALASKA 
' If President Hardlng-s plans carry, 
he will spend two months of the com- 
ing summer on a rip to Alaska and 
will escape that much of the stren- 
uous campaign. This campaign will 
wage henceforth both within the halls 
of congress and without. Party lines 
have been drawn and partisan clashes 
are imminent. 


To overturn the present overwhelm- 


ing Republican majority in the house 
would seem an almost Impossible task, 
but the Democrats, In militant mood, 
believe they can do It. 


It will mean, however, the win- 


ding of no less than 85 congressional 
districts now re-presented by Repub- 
licans in addition to holding all the 
present Democratic districts 
This 


latter task should n<K be difficult for 
only the staunchest Democratic dis- 
tricts weathered the Republican storm 
of 1920 and these districts are certain 
to hold fast in. this more favoiable 
year.

instrument with the bell box and the cord running to the tele- 
phone receiver are each made up of a number of fine wires 
covered with light insulation. If these cords were not made 
in this way they would not be flexible. They are necessarily 
delicate and easily put out of order by misuse. 


Subscribers are requested to avoid twisting and knotting 


the telephone cords as this wears through the insulation, 
breaks the fine wires and causes short circuits. The first effect 
is usually a scratching noise in the receiver and later the tele- 
phone is put out of service entirely.
